On October 2fi, 2012, Department received a 911 call regarding a
possible plane crash into the waters of Manna Del Rey. At
approximately 11:30 a.m., Lifeguard Captain responded to the
emergency call with lights and sirens activated. Additionally, two (2)
Ocean Lifeguard Specialists also responded to the scene of the
emergency with lights and sirens activated.

The lifeguard personnel pulled straight to the curb with plaintiff
exercising to their right. The lifeguard captain saw the plaintiff
exercising in the marEced fire zone of the parking lot, bu# plaintiff did not
look up nor did she acknowledge that an ernecgency incident was in
progress. Lifeguard personnel ran down the dock to the water and
determined that there was no emergency and returned to their vehicles.

Upon returning to his vehicle the lifeguard captain did not see the
plaintiff. He got into his vehicle and started a right Eurn ak the speed of
approximately four (4) miles per hour to leave the scene while reaching
for his radio microphone to call dispatch and provide them a report of the
incident He made contact with the plaintiff, felt the impact and stopped
and got out of the vehicle. The plaintiff, who had been down on the
ground in a prone position, was on the ground with her head and
shoulder near the right front lire of the lifeguard captain's vehicle.

The plaintiff was transported by McCormick and treated at UCLA
Westwood.
